We Canadians, together with the citizens 
•I the United States and Great Britain, 
will eat less sugar during the balance of 

IMS. 

To meet our own needs and the urgent 
requirements of our Allies and the liber¬ 
ated countries, our share of the reduction 
must total nearly 200,000,000 pounds of 
sugar during the rest of the year. 

To assure fair distribution of what is 


pounds during the next seven months by 
reducing the monthly allotment to one 
pound in June, July, August, October and 
December. In September and November, 
the allowance will remain unchanged at 
two pounds. 

The ten pound sugar allotment for home 
canning, represented by twenty extra pre¬ 
serves coupons, remains unchanged. Two 
regular preserves coupons will continue to

A World stocks are pooled by the Combined 
f ood Board of the United Nations which allots 
sugar tp Canada, United States and Great 
Britain on a uniform per capita basis. 

Q r Where dees the rest oi the world sugar 
supply go? 

A, To other claimants, including liberated areas, 
kuiopeaii neutrals, Russia, the Middle East, 
New Zealand and other sugar-importing coun¬ 
tries. Approximately one-half of this total 
in destined for liberated areas. 


Q. Why is there less production? 

A. World sugar output is lower for these reasons: 

1. Enemy occupation of some sources such 
as Java and the Philippines. Java, oi 
course, is still in Japanese hands and, 
although the Philippines are liberated, 
production is not expected to be restored 
until late in 1946. 

2. Other export countries have experienced 
serious shortages of labour and fertilizer. 

3. Record drought conditions and hurricanes 
have also cut into production in im¬ 
portant West Indian area.

What a field this covers! Almost 
everything from seed treatment and. 

tiool lunches to international trade 
and world citizenship. Now that so 
(nany organizations are becoming 
involved in extension work, surely 
it is about time that problems of 
administration and operation bo 
examined critically. The responsi¬ 
bility for examination rests not only 
with government officials, but with 
the farmers themselves. * 

Extension services have, broadly 
speaking, two functions. One is to 
1 xtend’ knowledge through publica¬ 
tions, radio, short courses, field 
days, junior clubs, etc. The other is 
to provide, and advertise informa- 
t ion and services whereby individual 
farmers can obtain the best available 
advice on specific problems. 

In the Prairie Provinces, wc 
benefit from a number of extension 
services, among which are the 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture and universities. In 
addition, a good many non-govern¬ 
ment concerns endeavour to serve 
the farmer in an educational way. 
These include fertilizer, grain and 
machine companies; feed merchants, 
seed merchants, and so on. 

• Our system, if such it can be 
called, has much to commend it, 
but it has weaknesses. We wonder 
how many farmers know where to 
take their own individual problems. 
They certainly have problems and 
technical agriculturists can often 
help; but there is no such thing as 
an expert on all problems. S' 

We shall offer a few suggestion? 
in the next “Seedtime and Harvest” 
and hope that, in the meantime, our 
readers do a little hard thinking.

HARVEST 


Tho Old. Old Story 

It was with great satisfaction 
that we read a statement issued by 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge, to the effect that it 
farmers fail to control suit drifting, 
the necessary measures will, some 
day, have to be enforced s. We air 
apt to forget that democracy entails 
personal responsibility as well as 
privilege. Too often we side-step 
the former and cling to the latter. 

Soil drifting lias been very scriom 
in parts of Western Canada this 
year. #It should be recognized a 
a prelude to catastrophe and given 
the widest possible publicity; but, 
probably because we are ashamed 
of it, little is spoken by radio and 
little written in the press. 

It is annoying and costly to the 
farmer to have his seed blown oul 
or seedlings cut to pieces with drift¬ 
ing sand. The most paiieni ami 
long-suffering housewife may be 
bad company when floors and furni¬ 
ture are covered with layers of soil, 
and when pantries and clot lies cup¬ 
boards become dust bins. But these 
experiences are trivial in compari¬ 
son with the permanent damage 
done to productive soils. 

Government agriculturists are 
almost always conservative in llieii 
claims; but over and over again 
officials of the Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture have declared 
that soil drifting can be controlled. 
The recent warning from Lethbridge 
is timely and we dare not disre¬ 
gard it.
